PRINTING AND STATIONERY DEPARTMENT 


The 18th July , 1975 
No. 2493-3P & S -75/ 21909.- The Governor of Haryana is pleased to define the powers and functions 
of the Haryana State Telephone Board , constituted, -vide Notification N ). 1532-3P & S - 73 /16548, dated the 
26th April, 1973, as under : 

** The Telephone Board has an absolute authority in all matters connected with the telephones 

being used for official business anywhere in Haryana as well as outside the State 
which includes the sanctioning, installation , extension , shifting and removal of official 
telephones etc., provided at various offices and to officers in their offices and at their 
residences etc. Secretary, Printing and Stationery, acts through the Telephone Board. The 
following type of cases as shown at Serial No. 1 below are required to be put up to the Board . 
However , the Board have delegated some of its powers to the Administrative Departments as 
well as to the Secretary to Government, Haryana , Printing and Stationery Department as 

mentioned below at serial No. II & III : 
I. TELEPHONE BOARD 

To sanction 
( 1) (i) the installation of a main telephone connection ; 
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( ii ) an extension to the existing telephones ; and 
( iii) a main with extension at the offices as well as residences of the officers of non 

entitled category : 
(2 ) the installation of an internal communication system ; 
(3 ) the retention of telephones installed at the residences of officers after their retirement 

or during earned leave , refused leave and training period out of headquarter or out 
of India ; 


(4 ) the shifting of telephones installed in the office for use of an officer to the residence 

of the same officer and vice versa ; 


(5) the installation of S.T.D. barring device with telephones provided to the officers in 

their offices as well as at their residences either on request made by an officer 

himself , or as a policy or otherwise by the Government ; 
(6) to approve any addition or alteration in the existing list of the entitled categories of 

offices and officers provided with telephones in their offices or at their residences ; 


(7 ) to fix the ceiling on local calls for the telephones installed at the residences of the 

officers : 


(8 ) to exempt the recovery on account of excess local calls made by the officers from 

their residential telephones ; and 
(9) to consider other items to which the Secretary , Printing and Stationery expressly 

or specifically desires to submit to the Board either as a policy case or otherwise . 


II. SECRETARY , PRINTING AND STATIONERY 


To sanction 


( 1 ) an additional telephone wire ; 


(2 ) the provisions of an extra plug and socket to the telephones at the residences of the 

officers of the status of the Secretaries to Government, Haryana and above . 
( 3) the provision of a coloured telephone apparatus in place of ordinary black one 

provided in the offices as well as at the residences of the officers of the status of 
Commissioners/ Secretaries to Government in the rank of Commissioners and above ; 
and 


(4 ) the issuance of general instructions regarding maintenance of telephones for the use 

of officers/offices, provision of locking device, mode of approaching to the Telephone 
Board , maintenance of trunk call registers, pon -payment of outstanding telephone 
bills etc. etc. within the framework of the decisions taken by the Board or matters 
connected with improving the conditions of telephone or likewise . 


III . ADMINISTRATIVE SECRETARIES 


To sanction 


(1) the installation of main telephone connections only for the entitled categories of 

officers/offices approved by the Telephone Board ; 


(2) the shifting of office and residential telephones from one place to another at the same 

station in respect of their own officers and those provided in the offices subordinate 
to them but not to shift the telephones installed in the office for use of an officer 
to his residence or vice versa ; and 


(3) the incurring of an exependiture on the repairs or replacement of broken instruments of 

telephones provided to the officers in their departments and officers subordinate to 
them ."
